Moundsville, W. Va., July 10.— 
Five persons were killed and ap- 


proximately 50 injured at Langin 
field here fate today when a Martin 


bombing plane crashed into a group 
of automobiles parked on the 
grounds. An explosion followed, 
setting fire to the: machines. The 
dead were all spectators. Ljeu- 
tenant C. R. McIve, pilot, and Lieu- 
tenant T. H. Dunton, assistant pilot, 
were rescued by Car] Miller, coach 
of Bethany college. 

The dead are Carl Petitt, Fred 
Edge, Mrs. George Long, 65 years 
old and an unidentified child, aged 
about 9; Ralph Hartzel of the in- 
jured were taken to the 
Glendale hospital, where it was re- 
ported five were in @ serious cond!l- 
tion, A physician’§? éfffte nearby 
also was used as an @mergency hos- 
pital, where it was reported two had 


died.

ville, with the exception of Edge, 
whose home was at Round Bottom, 
West Virginia., 

Lieutenants McIve and Dunton 
were taking off in the government 
plane from Langin field, starting 
from the south side of the field, 
with the Ohio river on their left. 
They had risen about thirty feet, 
according to the reports when the 
plane swung sharply to the left and 
seemed about to hit a hangar. An 
effort was made, “it was said, to 
throw the plane into the river, but it 
was flying too low, and crashed 
into a line of automobiles lin\d 
along the river bank. 

Sixteen Cars Burn. 

Sixteen automobiles were burned 
and the dead in most instances were 
trapped in the machines. 

Sergeant Ray Duley on duty at

former army aviator, in extricating 
McIve and Dunton from the air- 
plane. 

An engine of the Wheeling fire de- 
partment was wrecked, when at- 
tempting to reach the scene of the 
disaster. The pilots arrived = at 
Moundsville Saturday afternoon 
with the bomber from the Martin 
factories at Cleveland and were 
leaving Langin field for Langley 
field, where the plane was to be 
put into service.

Two Stories. 


Two widely different stories are 
being circulated about the roman- 
tic Boer’s action in the matter. One 
is that he is merely acting as pre- 
mier Lloyd-George’s puppet; that 
he is being used as Lioyd-George’s 
agent in a quasi-political game, the 
British premier hoping to take all 
the credit if the negotiations suc- 
ceed in bringing about a solution of 
the Irish war, and to place all the 
blame on Smuts iff the conference 
fails and the empire is placed in a 
more unfavorable position. By those 
who believe this tale, it is declared 
that General Smuts through bis own 
patriotism agreed to play the part 
ef Lloyd-George’s puppet in the hope 
that the negotiations would succeed. 

It is certain that Sinn Fein trusts 
the South African, and that he is 
practically the only statesman in 
whom it places the slightest faith. 
Through Smuts the Irish leaders 
hope to obtain a square deal from 
the “discredited coalition govern- 
ment.” 

The second story is that Smuts 
himself forced Lioyd-George’s hand 
and compelled him against his will 
to i#@sue the conditional invitation 
to ‘the peace parley. Those who 
credit this story declare that Smuts 
and other Dominion premiers were 
appalled at the gravity of the Irish 
situation upon their arrival here, 
and that it was agreed to make 
Smuts the spokesman, in thelr de- 
termination to prevent the govern- 
ment’s proposed “iron-heel crown- 
colony” adventure. MHurried action 
was necessary, for the troops were 
already en’rvute for Ireland for a 
two years’ campaign. 

Thé story continues that Smuts 
dealt for some time in secret with 
De Valéra and discovered that Sinn 
Fein distrusted all British politi- 
cians because “all their suggestions 
had been merely veiled threats and 
qualified promises,” If was: then 
that Smuts called Lioyd-George’s 
hand and demanded the issuance of 
a carte-blanche invitation to the 
Irish leaders. ‘The premier, it is 
sajd, at first refused to accept the 
suggestion because it would involve

Hughes it was announced that “in- 
formal but definite” inquiries had

all matters bearing upon their solu- 
tion with a view to reaching a com- 
mon understanding with respect to 
principles and policies in the Far 
East.” 

Hughes further disclosed that 
China had been invited to take part 
in such discussions as relate to the 
far eastern questions. 

It is assumed that, in view df 
recent utterances by Sritish and 
Japanese statesmen, coupled with 
Italy’s known reaction to the cause 
of dj@armament, that at least a ma- 
jority of the “allied and associated 
powers” questioned informally, will 
acquiesce in the president's de- 
sires. 

It is noted, however, that the 
Hughes statement broadiy refers 
to the “question of limitation of 
armament,” not specifying mereiy 
naval] armament, but embracing, on 
its face at least, reduction of both 
land and sea forces. France, in 
her desire to ensure German ful- 
fillment of peace treaty terms, has 
maintained hundreds of thousands 
of troops in active service and this 
phase of the disarmament probiem 


has been ane to perplex those work- 


ing in its behalf here, 
Ne Time Limit. 

The time for calling the confer- 
ence, however, is left open, aceord- 
ing to Hughes’ statement. 

If the proposal for guch 4 con- 
clave is found acceptable, he says, 
it will be held tn Washington “at 
a time to be niutually agreed upon.”

an official invitation to a confer- 
ence at Washington. 

I am able to state, on untmpeach- 
able. authority, 
is ready and willing to participate 
unconditionally in any suggested 
meeting, whether alone with the 
United States or with Japan, 
France, Italy, or China. 

A veritable storm of protest has 
slowly been arising. over the re- 
newal of the Anglo-Japanese alli- 
ance, and it is frankly admitted in 
dominion circles that Premier 
Meighan, of Canada, upset the gov- 
ernment’s plans to renew the treaty 
by flatfootedly refusing Canada’s 
approval of the document.

Treaty May Produce 


United States in Orient. 


BY RALPH KH, TURNER, 

United News Staff Correspondent. 

Washington, July 10.—A new and 
highly important developmient has 
arisen now from the mass of com- 
plicated imternational relations 
which in the past few days have 
been shaping themselves toward a 


conference of the leading world 
powers. 

This latest angie of the situa- 
tion lies in the belief-that the Uni 
ed States and China, in’ the even 
the Anglo-Japanese alliance is re- 
newed, will m®ve toward the crea- 
tion of a commercial entente in the 
Far East. While such an agree- 
ment might not be placed on paper, 
it would assume the form of an un- 
derstanding hich would result in 
closer Chinese-American co-dpera- 
tion In the development of China’s 
rich natural resources.~ 

This trend of events already has 
been recognized by Great Britain, 
who, eager to protect her commer- 
cial stake in the Orient, is suggest- 
ing now that a Conference be called 
to discuss not only disarmament, 
but all the questions of the Pa- 


State ‘Department. 

Of even more significance, how- 
ever, is the attention which the 
Chinese situation has been receiv- 
ing from the state department in 
Washington. As if to emphasize 
America’s interest in China; a large 
share of this attention has been the 
direct, personal interest of Secre- 
tary Hughes. 

In vigorously supporting the 
right of an American company to 
conduct wireless operations in 
China, in the face of monopolies 
claimed by Britain, Japan and Den- 
mark, Secretary Hughes took occa- 
‘ion to reaffirm America’s  insis- 
tence on maintenance of the “open 
door. While this was done in a 
strong” note to the Chinese min- 
ister, the action was taken, it is 
learned, with the full approval of 
the Chinese government, which was 
anxious to obtain the official back- 
ing of the United States in its de- 
sire to afford full commercia) op- 
portunities to Americans. With 
cther nations pressing for preferen- 
tial economic. treatment. China 
was eager to obtain the public mor- 
al support of the United States be- 
fore openly encouraging American 
co-operation, Now Secretary Hughes 
provided that sunport. 

Of equal signifibance is the per- 
sonal interest that Secretary 
Hughes has taken in the China 
trading act, a bill which would per- 
mit American firms in China to in- 
corporate under federal American 
laws. This. would place American 
business on a par with other for: 
eign commerce and js desirable be- 
cause of the extra-territorial laws 
which prevail in China. 


Some Opposition. 


‘There was some opposition to the 
bill in the senate judiciary com- 
mittee, because of .a belief that it 
might be unconstitutional. Final- 
ly it was sent to the state depart- 
ment, Secretary Hughes took it in 
charge and under. his personal di- 
rection it was rewritten. The orig- 
inal measure had. been drafted un- 
der the extra-territorial treaty be- 
tween the United States and China. 
But Hughes, in ‘revamping it, sug- 
gested the bill be drawn up under 
the clause of the constitution which 
permits legislation to promote for- 
eign commerce. Thus Hughes, a for- 
mer supreme court justice, had 
wee the bill’s constitution- 

it is understood now that the ju- 
diciary committee will réepert fa- 
‘vorably on the measure this week. 

A third indication of America’s 
growing desire to do business with 
China is renewed activity with re- 
gard to the Chinese consortium, an 
international banking group design- 
ed to promote public utility proj- 
ects in China. The United States, 
it is learned, is preparing ‘for the 
initiation of definite works. Both 
Britain and Japan are members of 
the consortium, but as the money 
must come largely from the United 
States this country is in a strate- 
gic position and renewal. of the

-His start from here 
was timed for Monday morning so 
as to avoid riding the trains on Sun- 
day. : 

Plans for a great demonstration 
before the entrance of the eapitol 
on July 14 were abandoned recent- 
ly when it was found that regula- 
tions forbid such an assemblage. 

In a statement issued here to- 
night Mr. Cooper said: 

“Our proposed law is the simplest 
thing imaginable. In brief, it would 
exclude Sunday newspapers from 
the: mails and interstate. commerce 
and would prohibit all secular work 
on Sunday by persons in interstate 
commerce ‘or in federal service, ex- 
céepting instances of charity and_ne- 
cessity. .It would stop all interstate’

‘Bureau Show 70,000- 
Bale Excess Over Ear- 


lier Estimates.

Washington, July 10.— Addition of 
some 70,000 bales to the 1920 cotton 
crop’ over preliminary statistics 
thade public last March is shown 
in the final figures of the census 
bureau, just announced on cotton 
ginned from ltast year’s crop. The 
final figures show the crop to have 
been 13,270,970 running bales, count- 
ing round’as half bales, which is 
equivalent to 13,429,603 bales of 500 
pounds each. Last March the pre- 
liminary figures showed 13,197,775 
running bales, or 13,365,734 bales of 
500 pounds. | 

There was an increase in cotton 
production in each state during 
1920, with the exception of Ala- 
pama, Georgia, Mississippi and Vir- 
ginia, and the crop was the largest 
grown gince 1914, being 1,958,519 
equivalent 500 pound bales larger 
than the average for the crops of 
1915 to 1919, inclusive. The largest 
increase was in Texas, while Okla- 
homa, making its reGord crop, and 
Arkansas up also showed lagge in- 
creases. . 

States west of the Mississippi riv- 
er produced 56.2 per cent of the 
crop, and those east of the river, 
43.8 per cent, while in 1919 ‘states 
west of the river produced 48.1 per 
cent and those east 51.9 per cent. 

Owing to the boll weevil infesta- 
tion of the sea island districts, the 
production of this type of cotton 
hag almost ceased, the census bureau 
announced. The total crop was only 
1,868 running bales, whereas in 1916 
the crop was 117,559 balés. 

Production of American-Egyptian 
cotton in Arizona and California was 
92.561 bales last year. The year’s 
production of linters likely will be 
the smallest for any crop since 1910 
a total of 423,605 equivalent 500 
pound bales having been produced 
for the ten months to.May..21, this 
year.

He assures all boys, yes, 
and all children, too, that it is al- 
ways healthful to go bafefoot, rain 
or shine, hot or cold, if a feller 
wants to, and enjoys it. 

Dad assures all mothers, yes, and 
all fathers, ‘too, if there are still any 
fathers so terribly timid as to be 
unreasonable about it, that it {fs 
always healthful for boys or girls 
to go awimming, hot or cold, rain 
or shine, once or three times a day, 
if the boys or children want to go 
in, and enjoy themselves. 

So there are two great problems 
solved in two small paragraphs. 
Mother, need not give herself one 
moment of anxiety about such mat- 
ters, go far as the health question 
may be concerned. Father may 
spare himself that torture which 
hurts him so much worse than it 
hurts his boy—the thrashing he 
adminfsters to his own boy for do-« 
ing what he himeelf did so many, 
many times when he was 4 kid 
about two hundred and fifty years 
ag®, or so it seems, A father who 
would whip a boy for going in 
swimming once or any number of 
times a day, at any time of year, 
ought to be given some painful 
treatment to restore his  iost 
memory. ' 

There are a thousand. and one 
little things that are as straws in- 
dividually yet in the aggregate a 
heayy load on mother’s shoulders 
if she falls into the habit of con- 
stantly and, sooner of later, mean- 
ingleasly warning her children to 
“be careful; don’t do this; don't 
do that.”

ferred until the. country is in better 
shape to handle it. The bill has al- 
ready been passed by the house and 
is now before. the senate, but in 
view of the expressed attitude of 
the president it is pretty sure to be 
vetoed if it should reach him, While 
it probably would be repassed Over 
hig veto in the house it is not like-' 
ly that {t would be able to muster 
enough votes in the senate for the 
necessar two- thirds required for 
such action 

It ig estimated that the bonus 
would require anywhere from 
$2,000,000,000 to $5,000,000,000, 
raise such a sum bond issue 
would naturally depreciate the val- 

outstanding government 
particularly the Liberty 

How ' such a campaign could 

be conducted is quite a proposition. 
There is no longer» the patriotic 
fervor which carried the Liberty 
and Victory loans ever, and the of- 
fering would brin home to the 
people the realization of what it 
actually meant. It is doubtful if 
a bonus bond issue could be floated 
at par. The experience with the 
Liberty and Victory loans is alto- 
gether too recent, and the people 
would undoubtedly feel that if they 
had that much money to invest they 
could buy existing issues in the 
open market which would - yield 
them far higher returns than a new 
issue could possibly do. ' Sentiment 
is unanimouse on-the subject ‘of 
taking proper care of the disabled 
veterans, but it would take a good 
deal of latent patriotism to provide 
“spending money” for able-bodied 


veterans. 

- Pat money” {is just exactly 
what the bonus would amount to 
in nine-tenths of the cases. It 
would ptove a windfall) -for many 
who are not in need of it, and hu- 
man nature being what ft is money 
thus easily acquired would be just 
as easily spent. The result would 
be another wave of extravagance, 
another season of hectic prosperity, 
its sudden collanse when the money 
was gone, another period of defla- 
plon and depression, and the slow 

ut Véry much slower period of 
recovery. The agricultural commu- 
nity would suffer particularly from 
thie wild expenditure, labor would 
once again turn up its nose at work 
on the farms, the cost of living 
would rebound, but there would be 
no corresponding increase in thé 
price of farm products. Grain and 
eotton, for example, are surplus 
crops, and thelr price eee upon 
what the world is willing to pay 
for the surplus. 

As conditions now stand, there Is 
no market for this surplus because 
Europe has no money’ available for 
the purpose. Thus, the farmer 
would find himself with high pro- 
duction costs and low prices for his 
product so that his buying power 
would be tremendously restricted, 
which tn turn would be the begin- 
ning of a period of industrial’ dis- 
tress. The-people who are advocat- 
ing the bonus simply do not under- 
stand what it would it would mean. 

They have the idea that the gov- 
ernment can obtain. money from 
some mysterlous source not .avail- 
able to the average citizen. Let 
the people understand that the bo- 
nus money has got to come out of 
their pockets, and. they will be far; 
less enthusiastic about “adjusting 
the compensation” of able-bodied 
veterans than they are at present. 

One phase of the présent pessi- 
mistic reaction has been the ten- 
dency to enlarge upon adverse fac- 
tors and to pay less hted te fa- 
vorable developments. The passing 
of dividends has been discontinued 
and rediscounted many times. It ie 
an effect of the business depression 
of the past months, and yet there 
is a tendency to regard it as a 
cause. The depression in the steel 
industry which hae not yet been 
fully deflated is, in like manner, 
given undue significance nothwith- 
standing the fact, that it is always 
one of the last trades to be affect- 
ed. On the other hand, the improve- 
ment in the textile and the leather 
trades seems to be overlooked. As 
is the’ evidence of stabilization of 
such iteme as copper, pg wool, 
silk, hides and grain, ractically 
all raw materlals ‘aul tion , has 
been completed, but the tendency 
is to regard the demand as subnor- 
mal because it is of the.hand to
